In terms of TAWA Command Area Development Project

of 2% has been paid to the Government of India, 


Note 2 

National Bank has made various payments towards subs¬ 
cription of debentnies i,s.sued by various State Land Develop¬ 
ment/Land Mortagage Banks and these are included under 
“Advances-Other Investment Credit-Medium Term and Long 
Term Project I oans’’. However, I.etters of Allotment/ 
Debenture Scripts to the extent of Rs. 74.16 crores are 
awaited. 

In accordance with the decision taken at the meeting con- 
vended by the Ministry of Agriculture, Government of 
India in July 1983. the National Bank for Agriculture and 
Rural Development circulated the specimen of documents to 
be used by SLDBs for receiving contributions in the shape 
of loans from State Government, Government of India and 
National bank instead of by way of fioatation of debentures.

“Sundry Deposits”, “Annual Provisions", "Adjustment of 
Salary" and “Dwduotion from Salary Accounts” have been 
reconciled.
